We hope that this will come 

about In September of 1047.
QUESTION: My son Is of a high scholastic standing iri Tor- 

rancejhigh school, and he .has one year to go. If the City Charter 

Is voted August 20, will he lose his scholastic standing and 

chance to go on to college?
ANSWER: Since your son has been able to keep up his end 

of the deal, we are quite sure that the teachers at Torrance high 

school will not let him down.

QUESTION: We live in Hollywood Riviera, and our children 

go to the elementary school at Palos Verdcs and the high 

school at Redondo Beach. Will it be. possible for them to con­ 

tinue to attend those schools?
ANSWER: Yes, until Torrance can provide a new elementary 

school for that section. When the new high school Is built, all 

the students of Torrance, including those from Walteria going 

to Nurhonne, Hollywood Riviera attending Redondo Union, and 

North Torrance attending Gardena and Reilondo schools will 

.want to attend the new fine Torrance high school, and trans­ 

portation win be provided for all. However, a contract between 

Torrance City School Board and Redondo Union High School 

Board will provide for continued attendance of the Hollywood 

Riviera students at the beach school, and a similar contract 

with Putos Verdcs will continue the attendance of elementary 

children at that school, until the new ones are built;
QUESTION: Someone told us that if the City Charter carries, 

Perry school will be closed.

ANSWER: Certainly not. In fact, Perry school will be mo­ 

dernized and a new addition constructed..

School Teachefs 
Get New Raise 
In Salaries

Los Angeles city elementary, 
high school and junior college 
teachers yesterday were voted 
an additional BVj percent in­ 
crease in salaries for the 1946- 
47 school year, bringing total 
ncreases for next year to 10 

percent. 
Torrance, now- a part of the 

Los Angeles school system, will 
pay its share of the Increase. 

The City Board of* Education 
unanimously voted to include a 
"third step" in salary increases 
in the new school budget, ten­ 
tatively adopted this month and 
up for. final adoption in August 
after a public hearing. 

$2,600,000 Added 
The increase voted yesterday 

adds approximately $2,600,000 to 
the tentatively approved budget, 
which already provided for pay 
increases totaling $4,900,000. 

The total salary boosts thus 
amounts to about $7,500,000. 

Proposed and current mini­ 
mum and proposed- and current 
maximum annual pay in each 
bracket folloW: 

Elementary, minimum, $2310, 
$1900, $410 increase; maximum, 
$3660, $2980, $680 increase; high 
school, minimum, $2560, $2100, 
$460 increase; maximum, $4060, 
$3740; $390 increase; Junior col­ 
lege, minimum, $2830, $2430, 
$400; maximum, $4510, $3850, 
$660 increase.
